HERBERT Marcuse did nut give any interviews this 
week, and it was hard to know how he viewed the 
kind of popular fame that came to him in the 
U.S. some years ago when he was well past 60. 
An Isrneli ‘academie coliengue remarked = glagmily 
Jast week, after the eminent scholar gave his first 
lecture at Jerusalem's Van Leer Foundation, that 
such pupularity had evidenUy exacled a rice. 

The 73-year-old. professor of philusophy at the 
University of California had spoken lucidly and 
with a superb command of Buglish on “The Philo- 
sophy of Avstheties." The unhappy comment 
may have heen prompted by a fecling, apparently 
shared by others in the packed hall, that what it 
boiicd down to was an clegant rephrasing of the 
slogans οὐ America's radical Left — a movement 
which in the mid ‘60s found ἃ congenial! view in 
Marcuse’s sharply critical attacks on modern society 
and elevated him io the status of prophet. 

Tt was a new kind of prestige for this distin- 
guished Jewish refugee from Hitler's Germany, ἃ 
highly respected scholar known in the academic 
community for hig attempt to reconcile Marx and 
Freud. 

If Mareuse's initial lecture in Jerusalem was a 
bow in the direction of his disciples, his second 
was in the nature of ἃ missile. e tall, fatherly 
figure, reading carefully from a handwritten manu- 
script, Jaunched an attack on the views of his 
adherents, telling them aesthetics and politics must 
remain forever separate. : 

Marcuse sald that advanced Western societies 
were now threatened in a new way — not by 
proletarian revolution as in 1871 or In 1971— 
but by a gradual, internal disintegration which “it- 
self is the expression of a contradiction between the 
vast available resources and their destructive and 
wasteful use.”

imperialism. “That is higher learning,” he said. 

At the start of his short lecture, before answerin| 
students’ questions, Dr. Marcuse said that he woul 
not speak about Israel. But when pressed by a 
barrage of questions on Israeli matters he relented 
with a smile. "I shall assume bourgeois democracy 
and follow the wish of the majority," he said. He 
then stated his position, that he supported tmmi- 
gration to Isracl of Jews a3 one way of solving 
the problem of persecution in their countries af 
origin, and that his own decision to immigrate 
would depend on “what is going on in this country.” 

Professor Marcuse told his audience, most of them 
immigrant students who asked their questions in 
English and German, that the bepinning of the pro- 
cess of disintegration had already started in the 
U.S.A, a8 Marx had foreseen for capitalism, once 
it reached the stage where productive capacity 
outran consumer capacity. He feared that this pro- 
ecss would in time be a fatal one for the whole 
civilized world, and said that Marxism was still the 
best key to understanding history. However, Marx 
had been wrong in forecasting that the working 
class would be the bearers of the revolution, am 
noted that in the U.S. in fact, labour was “more 
conservative than the government itsclf.” 

In answer to a question whether capitalism might 
not save itself by restraining production as sexual 
reproduction was being restrained, he said, “capital- 
jsm eannot tolerate either of these restraints be- 
cause it needs customers and it needs surplus pro- 
duction at marginal cost to increase its profits, be- 
cause capitalism cannot operate without prafits. 

He told another questioner that he believed that 
the outstripping of the social sciences by the more 
rapid development of the natural sciences was ac- 
tually an “ideological development" rather than in- 
evitable. This ideology had ied the social sciences 
to be relegated as “not really important.” 

In his opinion the great danger of this situation

THERE are perhaps not many 
in Israel ‘today fo remember 
Dr. Pablo de Azcarate y Florez, 
who died at Geneva on December 
13 — ye he was intimately as- 
sociated with our affairs at two 
erucin] paints in recent history. 
The U.N. General Assembly, 
under the “partition resolution” 
of November 20th, 1947, sel upa 
commission ‘that was to take over 
the administration of Palestine 
progressively as the Mandatory 
Power withdrew its forecs and to 
establish provisional councils of 
government for the Jewish and 
Arab states about to arise. This 
commission, known as the Pales- 
tine Commission (not to be con- 
fused with the later Palestine 
Concillation Commission), con- 
sisted of Bolivia, Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, Panama and the Philip- 
ines. (Who remembers that 
livia was ever entrusted with 
any such ashare in our fate and 
future?) The General Assembly 
asked that the Mandatory Power 
“eo-ordinate its plans for with- 
drawal with the plans of the 
Commission to take over and ad- 
minister ureas which have been 
evacuated.” The Mandatory Power 
of course did nothing of the kind: 
Ernest Bevin had already made 
up his mind that there was to be 
no orderly trunsfer of power, The 
U.K. government refused to allow 
the Palestine Commission to come 
to Palestine at all, and British 
representatives at U.N. head- 
quarters in New York explained 
to the delegates of the five coun- 
tries concerned that this was 
really in their own interest, 8 
there was terrible fighting going 
on in Palestine, and they stood a 
very good chance of getting killed. 
The British authorities refused to 
accept any responsibility for their 
safety, and so the Commission 
contented ityelf, perhaps not too 
unwillingly, with despatching an 
advance party made up of four 
officials and two lady secretaries. 
This group was headed by its 
political officer, Pablo de Azcarate. 
he other members were Colonel 
Rosher Lund, of the Royal Nor- 
wegian Army; Mr, Constantine 
Stavropoulous, legal adviser, of 
Greece; and a young Indian econ- 
omist named Ghosh. Thoir arrival 
was an acute embarrassment for 
the Palestine Administration, 
which on the one hand was deter- 
mined that these unwanted guests 
should do nothing whatever, but 
on the other did not want them 
to come to any physical harm 
(which could only have added to 
the complications of a sufficiently 
complicated situation). So it dump- 
ed them in the basement of 
house almost directly opens the 
King David Hotel in Jerusalem, 
at the corner of what is today 
Rehov Washington, from whicb 
they were not encouraged ever to 
émerge.

Tt was knowledge of how the 
living were heing saved through 
ost mortems that led the late 
Chiet Rabbi Isaac Halevi Herzog 
and the late Chief Rabbi of Jeru- 
salem, Pesach Frank, to agree in 
1944 that post mortems should be 
performed when they could con- 
tribute to the saving of other 
lives. The two rabbis were com- 
letely convinced that they were 
fh no way transgressing the ha- 
lacha, because of the overriding 
provision that pinnch nefesh — 
the saving of life — transcends 
all other commandments, except 
those against idolatry and incest. 
They based thelr views on the 
writings of the Rambam. 


Rabbi Herzog and Rabbi Frank 
agreed that the signatures of 
three doctors would be sufficient 
authority for holding autopsies for 
reasons of pikuah iacfesh. This 
was confirmed in the Anatomy and 
Pathology Law of 1953 which per- 
mitted post mortems certified to 
be necessary either to ascertain 
the cause of death or In order to 
use a part of the body for the 
curative treatment of another per- 


son, 
Corneal grafts 


Blindness has been described as 
the greatest of injustices. 

It is estimated that there ars 
15 million blind in the world, 
and that at least half these cases 
could either have been prevented 
or could still be cured. Of these, 
two to three million could have 
their vision returned to them by 
a corneal graft operation. In Is- 
reel at this moment there are 
hundreds, if not thousands, who 
could be made to see in one or 
both eyes if o corneal graft ope- 
ration were performed. 


The cornea is ‘the normally 
transparent anterior portion ΟΥ̓ 
“window” of the eye. It is a 
circle about 11mm. in diameter 
and about one mm. thick, about 
the size of the little finger nail. 
Without that “window,” every eye 
would be blind. It is a tragedy 
when this tissue becomes scarred 
as the result of injury or inflam- 
mation. The commonest cause of 
inflammation is trachoma, al- 
though there are many viruses or 
bacteria which can invade the 
cornea with a like result. The 
doctor fights hard to limit the 
inflammation, but he knows that 
if he does not succeed, there 
taint a or nearly always — 
remat a second chance for the 
blind child (for most of the cases 
occur in children).

to the rest of the body. Tumours 
of the eye are fortunately rare 
and not enough corneas can be 
obtalned in this way — in Israel, 
probably no more than 50 a year. 
Nearly always, the only corneal 
material suitable for fizting is 
dead human tissue, an 
part of what is required must 
therefure come from corpses. 
True, a2 method has been develop- 
ed whereby a transparent plastic 
button is inserted in the reci- 
pient cornea, but this operation 
is usually unsuccessful and the 
astic button ia sloughed off, 
leaving the cornea worse off than 
It was at the beginning. This 
operation is, therefore, used only 
in the most desperate of cases 
as a last chance. 

The donor eye must be kept at 
4°C and be used within 24 hours 
after death, although for certain 
purposes it may be used up to 
48 hours. The general principle 
is that the more recent the mate- 
rial the better, It would obvious- 
ly be an advantage if the material 
could be -kept for longor than 
48 hours, and it has been shown 
by Kaufmann of Florida that eyes 
frozen to -70° can be used suc- 
cessfully after an almost inde- 
finite time, if the yes are de- 
frosted in such a way as to pre- 
vent the individual cells from 
bursting. In addition to this phy- 
sical means of preserving corneas 
there ig a chemical means, the 
cornea being kept immersed in a 
eértain solution. This method is 
being evolved by a group work- 
ing in ophthalmological depart- 
ments in Jerusalem and London. 
By this means It is possible to 
preserve eyes for as long as eight 
or nine days. The extended pre- 
servation by physical and che- 
mical means very much extends 
the usefulness of grafting. It also 
makes possible the setting up of 
an eye bank. The less sophisti- 
cated form of eye bank, which 
preserves the material at 4°C in 
an ordinary refrigerator for a pe- 
"οὐ of two days only, is In effect 
inerely a storage and distribution 
centre. 

What has been said so far 
should have made it clear that 
the demand for donor eyes for 
grafting is an urgent one. It re- 
mains to examine the difficulties 
and to sae how they may be over- 
come. 


Family susceptibilities 


The first difficulty arises from 
the susceptibilities of the family.

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Tn addition to family suscepti- 
bilities there js the problem of 
religions feolings, and these may 
give rise to a conflict between 
respect for history and custom, 
and compassion for human suf- 
fering. If there Ja no conflict be- 
tween respect for the past and 
the compulsion to diminish human 
suffering, a religion is static. If 
there ts such a conflict, a religion 
may be sald to he evolving. The 
Jewish religion has always known 
this conflict, as, for example, over 
the question of a doctor travel- 
ling on a Shabbat to treat a pa- 
tlent. The Rambam found a solu- 
tion for this problem eight hun- 
dred yenrs ago.

There {s no essential dif- 
ference between the removal of 
ocular material for curative pur- 
poses and jts removal for re- 
search. Between 1942 and 1953 
there were 8,000 blind premature 
babies In the world, und half the 
cases of blindness in children up 
to seven years of age in institu- 


tions in the United States had 
been caused by prematurity. The 
discovery of the couse of their 
blindness was dependent on the 
possibility of post mortem exami- 
nations by pathologists. If this 
examination had not been pos- 
sible, there would today be an- 
other 16,000 blind children in the 


® world. All blind institutes and 


schools for the blind would be 
full to overflowing, 

Whon a child suffers from re- 
tino-blastoma, a malignant 
tumour of the inner eye causing 
blindness, one eye and sometimes 
both, must he removed if the 
child is to remain alive. It was 


. @ pathologist, Professor Wilder, 


who in 1950 noted that in a high 
percentage of these cases the 
cause was nut a tumour but an 
Inflammation caused by the lar- 
val stage of toxocara, an infection 
trom dogs. As ἃ result this con- 
dition, which does not necessarily 
cause biindess, can now be 
sought for before the eye of an 
infant is removed on suspleion 
of intraveular tumour. 

There is no duubt at all that 
the Rambam, in his wisdom and 
in hia humanity, would have in- 
eluded research into the indica- 
tions for post mortem examinn- 
tion of an eye, 

The first international cun- 
ferenco on the provention οἵ 
blindness took place here in Je- 
rusalem last August. It was al- 
tendont by 450 representatives 
from 41 different countries. It 
would be ironic if Israel were to 
jead the world in threatening 
violence against those carrying 
out research in this field.

Post murtem examination of 
the body, as of the eye, has 
made possible research which has 
contributed to keeping people 
alive. Medicine is full of such 
examples. 


Thousands of Israelis 
would be doomed to blind- 
ness if it were not for the 
corneal grafts made pos- 
sible as a result of tissue 
grafts available through 
autopsies. And just as the 
blind can be made to sce, 
the deaf can be made to 
hear, the lame to walk, the 
dying to live by means of 
treatment and research.

So-called cerebral haemorrhages 
(stroke) are amoug the most 
frequent enuses of denth and of 
severe paralysis of the limbs, Re- 
cently, as the result of post 
mortem examinations, it has beun 
diseovered that ἃ considerable 
proportion of these cases ix not 
duc to cerebral haemorrhage but 
to n disease of the large vessel 
in the neck, the internal carotid 
artery. This artery can be reneh- 
ed for surgical! ircatment, and 
many cases thal were previous- 
ly condemned to denth or para- 
lysis enn be — and haye been — 
successfully treated. The preva- 
lence of such cases is not known 
precisely, and much post mortem 
investigation remains to be done 
before this can be clarificd and 
the basis of the differential ding- 
tosis established. This is one of 
the mest exciting possibilities In 
medicine and therapy. 


In 1963, three cases with 
symptoms of brain: tumour were 
vperated on, Not one of them was 
found to have a tumour, and all 
died following the operation. In 
vach case, the post mortem exam- 
Ination revealed ἃ viral en- 
eephalitis which presented clini- 
eally as a brain tumour. During 
the past few years six similar 
cases have appeared in tha Ha- 
dassah Hoxpital in Jerusalem. 
Each, however, as the direct re- 
sult of the resenrch described, 
was diagnosed as viral encepha-

* is one that I personally de- 
plore: they provided a spot of 
sunghine in our drab television 
world. It is hard to accept the 
official stor 


that the two women 
do not think that political satire 
suits their styles: both of them 
have performed brilliantly week 


_ after week, the bad spots on the 


rogramme have not ‘heen their 


fault. , They have actually been 
used more for social satire than 
for the political stuff, and both 
prilliantly took off the empty- 


headed socialites of Tel Aviv. I 
hope that they will be persuaded 
to change their minds. 

This week the programme con- 
eentrated on money and the jack 
of it, which was fair enough, 
as these two subjects occupy most 
of the attention and conversation 
of Israelis. The young lady being 
instructed by the tax man on 
how to be poor on IL10,000 a 
month was genuinely funny, and 
the song that money goes _to 
money was witty and tot 6 point. 

With all due respect, the Prime 
Minister's criticisms of the pro- 

ramme seem to me without jus- 

tification, it is impossible to con- 
ceive of satire that is in good 
taste and in no way personally 
offensive. The take-off on Pinhas 
Sapir, to which she objected, was 
quite innecuous; anybody enter- 
ing political life must surely ex- 
pect much more vicious satires 
than these.

1066, 
a month after the Sinyavskll-Daniel 
trial. Rumours of his impending re- 
Inoval from hig editorial position 
then proved ungrounded, but early in 
1970 he was finally dismissed from 
“Novyl mir” — just a couple of 
months after Solzhenitsyn was oXxX- 
pelled from the Union of Sovlet 
Writors. Tt was thus only fitting 
that ‘Solzhenitsyn should have emer- 
ged from months of seclugion in 
order to attend Tvardovskil's funeral

SINGING IN THE RAIN IN BETHLEHEM

THE Swedes are a sensible peo- 
ple. If you have any doubts about 
it, ask anyone who Hstened to and 
watched the Christmas Carols As- 
gyembly In Bethlehem on Christmas 
Eve. 

The weather was miserable; cold, 
with a drizzly raln that onty let up 
for brief perlods. The organizers of 
the Assembly hadn't taken account 
of the fact that it might rato, and 
the atage they set up for the sing- 
ers was open to the elements from 
three aides and from the top. 

The choirs who were due to per- 
form all had thelr own special unl- 
forms, and bravely doffed their top- 
coatz before they took their places 
in front of the crowds, This meant 
a very uncomfortable 20 minutes 
for them as they sang through thelr 
chattering teeth, and the girls felt 
their hair-dos being turned into 
rats’ tails by the wind and raln.
